Oklahoma City, Okla., July 24.— 
(Special.)—The federal mobilitation 
of labor for war purposes and which 
is designed to quicken the industrial 
life of the Nation, will be carried 
out in every county and community 
in Oklahoma under the dircetion of 
C. E. Conally of 
Oklahoma 
City, 
State Director of the United States 
Employment Service. 
In order 
to 
distribute labor equitably 
through­ 
out the country and, in case of a 
shortage to see that men are not 
employed in occupations less essen­ 
tial than others, district 
organisa­ 
tions will be formed in twenty five 
of the leading industrial and labor 
centers of 
Oklahoma 
with 
labor 
boards in each of these cities. 
One 
of these boards will handle skillet 
labor and the other unskilled. Eac 
of the boards will consist of a rep­ 
resentative of 
employers, a 
repre­ 
sentative of employes and a member 
selected by the federal 
and 
state 
employment service. 
Thepurpose of 
the board is two fold. 
They will 
pass on the priorities of industries 
and will become a part of a state 
wide clearing house to supply labor 
wherever needed in the state or out 
of it. 
In the past five weeks over 1000 
men have been shipped out of the 
state from the 
industrial 
centers. 
Next to war industries the require­ 
ments* of agriculture will be given 
the right-of-way. 
Independent telephone systems in 
Oklahoma have signed compacts to 
aid the Government during rush sea­ 
sons. canvassing the farmers along 
their respective lines on crop condi­ 
tions. 
Daily reports on all labor condi­ 
tions will be received at the central 
office of the state every morning.

Denver tomorrow. 


As might have been expected the 
Allied drive is slowing up and will 
in all likeihood stop within the next 
day or two. Such has been the usual 
course of events. This is the seventh 
day of Foch’s counter stroke and the 
Germans hare had time to concen­ 
trate many new divisions to oppose 
his sweeping advance and the Allied 
forces are getting too far away from 
their supplies to continue much long­ 
er, unless some startling and unex­ 
pected happens. However, the victory 
has been a most notable one and has 
given the Huns a jolt from which 
they will not recover soon, turning 
what was to be a mighty offensive 
into a most ignominious defeat. Foch 
must have more men before he can 
begin a drive that will sweep the 
Huns from France and back across 
their own boundaries. 


Germay’s latest peace offer indi­ 
cates that the kaiser has not given 
up hope of ruling a large part of the 
world. While he realizes the 
utter 
impossibility of conquering the west­ 
ern nations, he is not ready to give 
up his ambitious designs in the East. 
He very modestly offers 
to 
make 
peace provided he is left free to ex­ 
ploit Russia and Rumania. In other 
words, he will agree to content him­ 
self with half the world since he can­ 
not get it all now. However, there is 
no prospect of the Alies considering 
any 6U£h terms. Wkh Russia’s enor­ 
mous resources in the hands of the 
Huns preparations would at once be­ 
gin for a new bid for world suprem­ 
acy and the war would have to be 
fought again within ten years with 
Germany immensely stronger 
than 
today. The main thing the kaiser 
hopes to accomplish by stating these 
t rag is to convince his people that 
Germany is fighting for her existence 
and that the Allies will be satisfied 
with nothing less than the destruc­ 
tion of the nation and the people thus 
nerved to another effort to ward off 
the defeat that is certain to come to 
Germany before many more months 
have rolled around.

Tea costs the equiva­ 
lent of $21.00 a pound and is almost 
unobtainable. 
The last ration of coffee issued 
five weeks ago amounted to three 
and a half ounces for each person 
and the same amount of inferior lard 
was issued a month ago. About one 
ounce of butter is issued to each 
person once a wek. 
Virtually the only vegetables on 
the market are spinach and aspara­ 
gus. 
Eggs bring $1.20 a dozen and 
the cheapest cuts of boiling beef is 
$1.20 a pound, mutton and) veal 
cutlets $2.00 a pound, poultry as 
high as $1.34 a pound.

MEXICANS TURNING 
TO WORK OF PEACE 
(Bv tee Associated Press) 
Chihuahua City, Mexico, July 24. 
—General Francisco Mnrguia, com­ 
mander of the northeastern military 
sone hM'started an agricultural col­ 
ony on the great estates north of 
this city wtych were confiscated from 
General Luis Terrazas by Genera! 
Villa in 1913. General Terrazas was 
the most wealthy land owner in 
Mexico 
,owning 
fifteen 
ranches, 
about two-thirds of the state of Chi­ 
huahua, 
estimated 
at 
5,000,000 
acres. Before the revolution led .by 
Villa, this property w u estimated to 
be worth $200,000,000. 
When Villa w m at the zenith of his 
power General Terrasas fled to the 
United States and Villa decreed the 
seizure and confiscation of*his prop­ 
erty, at the same time holding Gen­ 
eral Terraza's son, Luis, Jr., prison­ 
er and demanding a ransom of $250- 
000. While in the jail in Chihuahua 
City, the son was subjected to tor­ 
ture to compel him to reveal the 
place in which Villa believed the Ter­ 
razas family had concealed $500,- 
000. Luis Terrasas, Jr., escaped to 
the United States and soon afterward 
diedTn Los Angeles. 
General Murguia has established 
himself at Molinar station on the 
Mexican Central Railway and 
has 
brought from the south a train load 
of former revolutionists and other 
undesirables from Zacatecas and Tor­ 
reon and has put them to work on 
the land. They are plowing a tract 
of 100,000 acres and a big crop is 
expected if they do not join Villa the 
next time his band passes near the 
colony.
